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FFHE Hind and the Panther Certainly the Au- 
thor of this Poem, deſerves to be reckon'd in the 


number of the Heathen Gods ; For he has out-done 
all Natales (omes's Deities, and has made new Metamorpho- 
ſes's to. make a ſecond Ovid more work, far more wonder- 
ful chen thoſe of the Ancient Pagan Divinities. For he has 
chang'd the Church of Rome into a Hind, the Church .of 
England into a Panther, the Presbyterians into Wolves, the Inde- 
_pendents into Bears, the Quakers into Hares, Libertines into 
Apes, the Anabaptiſts into Boares, the Socinians into Foxes. 
And now the. Beaſts begin to talk and parley together again, 
and the Hind and the Panther enter into a long and ſerious 
Debate, as in the Days of op ; only with this difference, 
that Z/op's Beaſts were all Moraliſts, but theſe Poetical Fi- 
fions are all Chriſtians, and diipute and contend about things 
of a higher Nature. "Truly, one wonld think the Author

might have bethought himſelf of Alluſions much more pro- 

| per for his ha - than ſuch Beaſtial Proſopopeia's as theſe , 
now altogether Antiquated, notwithſtanding his idle Apo- 
1logy for what he has dong, and his-miſerable Preſident of 
Mother Hubbard, as much out of faſhion, as Hellen of Troys 
Wardrobe, or his Eye-lore of Q. Eliſabeth's Fardingale, Nor 
do we find that ever Chriſt, who ſpoke ſo much in Learned 
Parables, ever inſpir'd the Brutes with Language to colour 
his Inſtrutions. Bur the Poet's over-haſty, which made ir 
the more Officious Malice, having engag'd him to turn all 
the Diſſenters into Beaſts ; and not being able ro purſue his 
Allegory, unleſs he made Beaſts of the Church of Rome, and 
the ( burch of England likewiſe, has relolv'd to ftrain a Com- 
plement with both ; and rather than lole che pleaſing Con- 
ception of his Brain, like a compaſſionate Numen, to change 
che one into a Hind; and like an irritated Demon, to tran(- 
form the other into a Panther. | : 
But while he ate thus in his Poetical Throne, or rather 
ating upon the Stage of Fable and Pagan Muthologie, and 
cransfiguring into Beaſts almoſt all Mankind but Turks and 
Tafidels, that were out of his Road, he never conſider'd what 
a Monſter he was himlelf ; a ſecond Geryon with three Heads : 
for each of which he had a particular Employment ; with 
the one to fawn upon the moſt infamous of Mſurpers ; with the 
other, at one time to lick the Beneficent Hands of his Prote- 
ſtant Mother ; and by and by to court the Charity of his Ca- 
tholick Mamma; while with the third, he bark'd and fnarl'd, 
not only at his firſt deſerted Female Parent, but alſo at all . 
other differing Sentiments and Opinions, which his Soyeraign 


| had ſo graciouſly and genecoully indulg'd.
